Of the naturall Compoſition of Horſes Bodies, 
ASST->3 Ouching the true compoſition of 
a Horſes body, you ſball under- 
ſtand that itis (as the body of 
Man, ) compounded of thirreen 
ſeverall things ; that is to ſay, 
ſeven naturall, and fix notna- 
turall : Theſeven naturall are, 
Elements , Temperaments, Humonrs ,, Members, 
Powers, Or Vertues, CA Fions, Or Operations,and 
Spirits ; all which bee called naturall , becauſe 
the nararall Profeſſion and Excellency of every 
ſenſible body , doth wholly depend upon them : 
and hath his moving no longer then they have \

power of working. The ſixe,which are not naturall, 
be the Ayre, Meate and Drinks, Motion and Reſt, 
Shepe and Watch , Emptineſſe and Fulneſſe, and the 
AﬀeTs or Ai otions of the minde ; and rheſe are cal- 
led not naturall, becauſe as(being rightly and in dye. 
order applzed) they preferve, ſuſtaine, and forcifie 
the body, ſobeing miſ-governed, or uſed in anyex- 
Ceſſe,or diſorder,they are the only corrupt deftroy- 
ers of the whole body ; and of theſe thirteen ſimples 
which compound the Fabricke, or whole frame of 
the body, I intend co fpeake ſeverally. 


Cnay, II. 
Of the foure Elements, their Vertues 
and Qperations. 


F! rſt, forthe expoſition of the word Element, you 

ſhall nnderſtand , that iris the primere or firſt be- 
ginning of things, being of ir ſe}te pare, uncorrupr, 
and firple;all things being firſt made thereof,and alb 
things ar the laſt being reſolved intorhe ſame again. 
It is alſo in it owne nature ſo bright, clear, and with- 
out contraction of impurity, that it is not able to be 
diſcerned by any ſenſible eye whatſoever. Laſtly, it 
is the leaſt part or Atowe of that thing which is made 
or proceedeth from it. 

Now of theſe Elements which are the uſuall firſt 
movers or beginners ofall moving things, there are 
cnly foure in number, that 15 to ſay: Fire, Apre,Water, 
and Earth ; meaning not that Fire, Ayre, Water, aud 
Earth, which is viſible heere with us beneath , and 


which through the groſleneſſe thereof, is both 4 
| pable

pable and to bee diſcerned 3 but thoſe which are 
mounted alofr, and through their purity inviſible, 
and conceal'd from us,(for the other are compoun- 
ded bodies, and not ſimple.) And of theſe perfect 
and diſtin& Elements you ſhall know, that the fire 
is the higheſt, as being fixed or joyned next unto 
the Moone , being hor and dry, yer naturally ex- 
ceeding , orbeing moſt predominant, or ruling in 
heate; 

The Are is placed next unto the Fere,and is natn- 
rally lightand hot, yer his predominant or chiefe 
quality is moſt. 

The Water is adjoyned unto the Ayre; the diſpo- 
ſiion thereof being heavy and moift; but his pre- 
dominant or chiefe quality only cold. 

Laſtly, the Earth, adjoyned to the Water, is the 
loweſt;and it is moſt heayy and cold,bur the predo- 
minant or chiefe quality thereot is only drinefſe, 

- Now forthe verrtes, properties, and operations 
of theſe foure Elements, you fhallunderſiand, thar 
firſt rhe Fire, by meanes ofhis heat, movyeth matter 
to generation, and ſtirreth up warmth in all living 
things, it is that which the Philoſophers cal Heters- 
genea,which is in the mixtbodies to ſeparaterhings 
of divers kinds one from another,and alſo rojoyne 
things of like kinds rogether, which they likewiſe 
call Howogenea. For by vertye of the fire the bones 
of Horſes are ſeparared from the fleſh, the fleſh 
from the finews, the finews from the veines, the 
veines from the arteries, the heart from theliver, 
liver from the ſpleene, and fo forth, in ſuch ſort 
as wee ſee the divers parrs of the fuell wee burn, by 
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Of Cures Phyſical, Lib, x. 


che verrue of the fire and heate to be ſeparated and 
divided one from.another, as the vapour trom the 
ſmoake, the ſmoake from the flame, and the flame 
from the aſhes. 'Andasin theſethings, fo in many 
other things, asin the triall of Merals, and ſuch 
like, where the fireby vertue of his heat ſeparateth = 
body from body, that is, merall from metall, and 
corruption from incorruption, gathering and knic- 
ting together every thing ofone and the ſelfe ame 
kind. Beſides, the vertue of the fire is toripen, or- 
der,and digeſt things raw and undigeſted,mingling 
the dry with the moiſt , and opening the pores, 
that the ayr being fomewhar more ſoliqanderofle, 
mayenter into thebogdie«= And laftly, irbreakech 
and moderateth the coldnefſe of the Water and the 
Farth,ſo that it may notdiſtemper or confound the 
budie. TTLIETTT? 1.50 BUILD {S | 
Touching the vertue and operation of the air,you 
ſhall underſtand , that by the moifineſſs cherodf it 
maketch the matter apt toreceive ſhape,cither naty- 
rall oragcidentall, and by the help and affiſtance of 
the fire; bringerh the powersand influences of the 
Heavens and Sears intothe; inferiour bodies, mas 
king che mixt bodies not only ſubcill and penetra- 
ble, bur alſolightand mounting, tothe end they 
may neicherbe coo groſje, nor roo heavy. Second- 
ly, the airethrough. his moiſtneſſe caolketh the bur- 
ving heat of the heart, Jiver,and intrails,as we daily 
ſee by the office of the lights and lungs, which like a 
paire of bellowes draweth unceffantly freſh aire un- 
to the heart and inward members; Andalbeitthe 
Ayre doth not ſeeme tothe ſence of the outward 


eyes.

eyes, to beeany thing neere 10 taoylt as the Water, 
yer actording r6 the opinions both of onr Bookes 
and beſt Phiſtrians,itis by much the moiſter,which is 
well proved (ſay they ) by the abogndant fluxe it con» 
taineth, which fluxe ſpreadeth ir fe farre abread 
in the Body, thar it filleth every empty partand cor- 
ner thereof with the ſpeciall properties and Chara- 
Aers of moiſtneſſe, and by that reaſon is much har- 
der to bee kept wichin his owne boands then the wa- 
reris. Laſtly, asthe warer was altered by God from 
his firſtnaturall place, for the'berter profit both of 
Man and Beaſt , even fo the Ayre, according to 
Schoole-mens opinions, was not lefe altogether in 
his firſt nacorall diſpoficion, leaſt being oyer-moiſt 
it ſhould ſo confound and ſuffocate all Sence, that 
neither Man nor Beaſt ſhonld' bee able ro: breath 
orliye. 

Now for the Vertue and operation of the water, it 
istg benoted, that chroughrhe:coldneſſe thereof, ir 
conglatinateth and binderh in 'mixt bodies beth 

rts and members toyether , which bee of divers 

inds; as bones with fleſh and finewes, fleſh with fi- 
'newesand bones, and finewes with bones and fleſh. 
Even as for. a familiar example, wee ſee in the time 
ofany great Froſt, theſtrengrh ofthe cold how ie 
bindeth things of divers kinds together, bringing

Of Temperament: and their ſeverall kindes , an# 
i * how far every way they extend in Horſes, 


eſe Temperaments, Or Temperatares, which are 
the ſecopd thing in a Horſes compoſition, doe 
fpring from the commixture of the foare Elements, 
and theninth in number, wherofeight are unequall, 
and che ninth is equal. Of the eight nnequall, foure 
arefimple, andthoſe bee hor, cold, moiſt, and dry, 
which Phyſitians call the firſt Qualities ; and of 
theſe, the firſt twobe AQtive, andthe other two paſ- 
five : the other foure are-compound;and they be hot 
and:moiſt,hot and dry,'coldand moiſt, cold and dry. 
Now: the equal temperament isdivided into two, 
an univerfall and-a ſpeciall, The equall Temperament 
wriverſall, is when the foure Elements'are in an e- 
quall proportion generally divided through the 
whole Body, Nature enjoying no more fromthe 
one then from-the other. The equall Temperament 
eſpeciall,is when-the Elements are proportioned ac- 
cording as every kind doth moſt properly require, 
be it either Plant or Beaft : In Plants, when every 
Plant hath that commixture of Elements which: are 
roper to its kinde, the hotPlanrbeing hor, the cold 
being cold, &c. Whereas contrariwiſe, to have a 
hot Plant celd, or a co'd hot, to have Rue cold , 
or Sorrell hot, were a falſe and nnequall commix- 
ture of Elements. Solikewiſe of Beaſts, that Horſe, 
that Dogge, that Swine is ſaid ro have his due Tem- 
peramens, when hee is. of ſuch temperature as is 
moſt 


LE 
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moſt proper unto his kinde, which onely is beſt dif> 
cerned by his ations, or motions. As thus, the 
Horſe is knowne to bee hor and moiſt by his light- 
neſſe, ſwiftneſſe, valiantneſſe, and long life, and alſo 
to bee of a remperare nature, in thathee is eaſily ra- 
med, docible, obedient and familiar with the man. 
And fo long aseither Horſe, or any other thing, 
continueth inthe. mediocrity and excellency cf his 

roper temperament, ſo long wee may truely judge 
fic ofa good temper and diſpoſition; but it there 
bee any over-flow of quahries, or exerciſe inhis hu- 
monrs, aseither heat, coldneſſe, moiſtneſſe, or dry- 
neſſe, then we (ay he 1s either a hot cholerick horſe, a 
cold dull horſe, a dry miſchieyous horſe, or a moiſt 
cowardly horſe, according to the over-flow of that 
quality which reignethin him. 

Againe, every Horſe is faid to have his due Tem- 
perament according to his age, and the Country , 
wherein he is bred, and ſometimes according to the 
time of the yeare wherein hee liverth. And thus a 
horſe in his foale-age, which is till he be ſixe yeares 
old, is naturally hot and moiſt. In his middle age, 
which is till eFelve, more hot and dry then moiſt , 
andin his old age, which is paſt eighteene, more 
cold and dry, then either hot or moiſt. So likewiſe 
the horſes which are bred in Southerne parts, as ey- 
therin Spaine, Barbary, or Greece, are naturally more 
hot then thoſe which are bred either in the ſeven- 
peene Lands, Germany or Exgland, neicher is there <= 
ny Horſe which is in good ſtate of body, that is ſo 
hor in the Spring-time of the yeare, as in the Sum- 


mer, nor {o cold in the Summer as in Winter. All 
which 
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which obſervations are with moſt curious ditgtnce 
ro be obſerved of every Horſe-leach, whenhe goeth 
abour to cure any ſicknefſe : for unleffe hee confider 


. their natures and remperarnres , and every:other 


teircumſtance already declared, hee fhall right foone 
bee deceiyed in the - adminiſtration of his Phyſitke. 
Therefore l earneſtly defire every Farrier, beforebe 
give any drench or potion, firftro enquire the kind, 
race, and diſpoſition of the horſe, next his age, then 
the Connery, and laſtly che rime of the yeare :and 
according to the truth chereof, to mixe his recepts, 
'Tr is moſt expedient alſo, for every Horſe-leach to 
conſider the ſecond qualities, which are ſo called, 
becanſe rhey take their beginnings trom the firſt 
qualities already declared ; of which ſecond qua= 
liries ſome be called palpable ,” or roberonched, as 
theſe, ſofeneſſe, hardnefle, ſmoorhnefle, roughnefle, 
toughneſſe, brickleneffe, ligheneffe, heavineſle,thin- 
nefle, thicknefle, ſmaltnefle, grofleneffe, & fuch other 
like. Some again arenor palpable,as choſe which ap= 
pertaine ro hearing, ſeeing, and imelling, as noyſes, 
colours, odours, and ſuch like ; and by obſerving 
well the ſecond qualities , heeſball wich mucheaſe 
know whether the horſe be diſpoſed ro any fickneſfe 
or not, as ſhall be more largely declared hereafter in, 
every particular Chapter. |

Nos concerning Humours , Which are the third 
compoſers of a Horles budy.,, and folikewiſe of 
every 
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every other beaſt alſogyou ſhall underſtand char they 
are foure innumber,thar is to fay;Blood, Flegme, Cho- 
lerand Melancholy, As touching Blond, it is in it's 


mtireancorrupted, andrherefore hot and moy(t, 
ad fweer in taſte', as participaring of the elements: 


fire and ayre: Fleagme is cold and moiſt , and either 
ſweet or wallowiſh without any taſte at all, as parti- 
ciparing of theelements water and aire, Choler 15 hor: 
anddry,and bitter in caſte , asparriciparing of the 
elements fimandearth. eMelanchs!y is cold and dry, 
and in taſte ſowre and heavy, as participating of the 
elements water andearth : ſo that theſe foure hu+ 
mours by their qualities, are every wayallied unto 
theelemenrs. For ro ſpeake briefly, and according to 
the manner of Phyſitians;B/oodis of thenature of the 
ayre,in being moſt predominant therein's Flegme of 
thenature of water , Choler of the nature of fire, and 
eHelancholy of the nature of rheearth. - And albeit 
cheſehamoarsare ſymbolized or mixt through eye- 
ry part ofthe body : yer every one of them aboun= 
deth more in one part then in another, and have 
their places of reſidence abſohate and peculiar to 
themſelves; as:Blood abont the heart ; Fleagme in the 
braine ; Choler in theliver ; and Melancholy in the 
ſpleene. Now as theſe humours doe more or lefle a- 
bound, or have greater or leſſer ſoveraignty inthe 
Horſe : ſo1s the beaſt naturally better or worſe co- 
loured, qualified,or diſpoſed, as thus: That horſe in 
whom blood hath the greateſt predominance , and 
may becalled a Horſe ſanguine, is bright bay of co- 
lour, and in diſpoſition pleaſant, nimble,and of tem» 
perate or moderate motion. That Horſe in whom 
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flegme hath the greateſt dominion, and may bee cal- 
led aflegmaricke horſe, is for the moſt parr.of amilke 
white colour,and ſo conſequently flow,dull,and hea- 
vy. If Cholerbeare the greateſt rule in his conſtitu« 
tion, then is his colour commonly a bright Sorrell, 
and by that meanes of diſpoſition hor, fiery, and of 
lierle ſtrength, Laſtly, if the earth have gotren power 
above the other Elements, ſo that hee may bee cal- 
led a melancholly Horſe, then his colour is common- 
ly a Mouſe dunne, and his diſpoſition cowardly, 
faint, and ſJothfull. But becauſe theſe particularities 
are properly appertayning to the complexions of 
Horſes, of which wee ſhall have cauſe to ſpeake more 
largly hereafter, I will not ftand npon any greater 
relation; onely I give youthus much in concluſion : 
to underſtand that every one of theſe aforeſaid hn- 
mors bath his proper uſe and end whereunto it ſer- 
veth, as thn. Bloxd ſerveth more propetly to nou- 
riſh the body. Flegwe giveth motion tothe joynrs. 
Melancholy begetreth an appetite or longing tohig 
meare. Now during the time that theſe hnmors doe 
poſſefle their naturall qualities, ſo long they are 
wholſome, and beecalled by their ſimple names, 
withour gloſſe or addition; butifby any miſchance 
they bee diſordered orcorrupted, then they are un- 
wholſome, and are no longer called by their fim- 
plerames, bur have other Epirhetons annexed unto 
them, as Helancholly blond, Salt flegwe, Cheler aduſt 
or burnt Choler, and fretting Melancholy, whereof 
prec eJeth many peſtilenrt and dangerous diſeaſes, as 
ſhall bear large declared hereafter. And thus much 
for the ſtate oft humozs, ;

Now from theſe principall members, like branches 
from a well grown Tree, doe ſpring other members 
which do them ſervice: as from the braine ſpringeth 
ſinewes, whoſe office is feeling : from the hearc arte- 
ries, whoſe office is ſprightneſſe and lively-hood : 
from theliver veines, whoſe office is warmth and 
ftrengthzand from che ſtones the ſeed-veſſells, whoſe 
office is procreation andincrreaſe. Now foraſmuch 
as fromtheſe doe likewiſe proceeda world of other _ 
members, as Tendant, Ligaments, Lungs, Spleener,

, governed by them. 


Owers,which by ſome are called Fertues,or prin- 
cipall faculties,and do governeand controllboth 
the body of man orbeaſt , and have thefife place in 
this work, are in number three, thatis,, the power 
animall, the power vitall, and the power waturall.The 
ower animall is a vertue incident to the braine, 


which throngh the ſfinewes comming like lietle con-- 


duit pipes from the braine, diſtriburerh feeling and 


moving to all the parts of the body.The power vitall 


35a yertue belonging tothe heart, which doth give 
lifeand ſpirie toall the body by meanes of the arte- 
ries ; which proceeding from the heart, which is the 
chiefe fountain of naturall hear, carries intheir little 
chanells over the whole body,thar ayre and fpiritual 
blood, which makes it full of lightnefe and alacrity. 
The power naturell isa vertue belonging tothe liver, 
which gives nouriſhment unto all the body, andto 
every part thereof, by meanes of the veines, which 
doe likewiſe proceed from theliver,likegreater con- 
duirs, carrying the bloud from the liver, which is 
the fountaine of blood, intoevery part of the body. 
Befides the power naturall containeth foure other 
vertues, that is,the vertne attra@#:ve, which drawerh 
food meet to ſuſtain the body, the vertue Retentive, 
by which it reraineth and keeperh the foode recei- 
ved: the vertue Digeſtive, whereby it concoGterh 
anddigeſteth the ſame z andlafily, the vertue Ex- 
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pulſive, by which irexpelleth excrements and ſuper- 
Huities. Thus theſe powerz or vertues being of no 


lefſe validirychen'yog eat fora diſcourſe, it 
is the partand duty of every'go 
have a moſt carefull and vigilant re/pet.unto them, 
for if any. of chem faile, che Bdrſe canoe live. There- 
fore whenſGever you ſee that either your horſe refu- 
ſer. his fo5o8, or thar heeccannot retaine and keepe 
his food, bur caftethit up again, of that he dorh nor 
digeſt his food , bur keepes ir corruptly in his ſto- 
macke, or that he cannot avoid his excrements ina 
naturall manner., bat holds it burning jo his body, 
take ther for moſt cerrainefignes of.mortall ſicke-. 
nefſe : And rhus rauch of powers or yertues.

his water,the morepure, it is the berrer;and the more

. Now tor this moving and reſt, that is,cicher his cra- 
yell or ſtanding ſtil, whichis the third thing nor na- 
rurall in a horſes compoſicion,doubtles they be great 
4 ata of a horſes health;for as moderare exerciſe 
diffolverh grofſe humours,ingendreth appetire, and 
addeth ſtrength unto the ſmbes, ſolikewiſe indiffe- 
rent Reſt cauſeth digeſtion, comforterh the ſinewes, 
and maketh the heart cheerful againſt enſuing labor, 
Bar on the contrary part, immoderate travell or ex-

All which inward diſeaſes crave ſtrong Purges, and 
the outward ſbarpe and corroding medicines.

(till without any Exerciſe. Feeding fou'e and grofly 
15 asgreat an enemy tO a horſes health aMhe other : 
for it congregateth OI together all ſorts of 
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ill hamours, breeds corruption in the bload , rotren- 
neſſe in the fleſh, and generally as many diſeaſes as 

any ill diet whatſoever. VR 2k | 
The ſleepe or watch of a Horſe { which is the 
fourth rhing in our Compoſition) is ſoneceſfary a 
comfort toa horſe, thar he cannot live without ir;it 
is the greateſt mooyer of digeſtion: and ſo confes 
quently gives comfort to the whole body. For whi- 
leſt che Horſe ſleeps, the Power animal doe take thar 
reſt, which otherwiſe would be oyer-wearied , and 
neither able co diſcharge their duties, -nor to conti- 
nue their ations and operations, which is the gi- 
ving of feeling and moving only : and whilſt a horſe 
doth ſleepe, the powers naturall have more liberr y 
to doe rheir worke, m concoCting the meate, and 
comforting the bedy; In ſo mnch, as Iacconn fleep 
ro be the onely __ of rhe ſenſes , ordayned by 
Narue toingender ſtrength. Sleepe is begotten by 
ſweere, fatty,andgrofſe yapours, (and not by their 
Contraries ) which are raiſed from the hearrto the 
braine ; with thecoldnefle of which braine,thoſe va» 
pours being congealed and thickned rogether , dog 
ftop the pipes of che ſenſitive ſpirits, ſo asthey can«

Now for thewatch ofa Horſe, becauſe it is the meer 
contrary to ſleepe, there needs little ro be ſaid more 
then this ; that as the exceſſe of the one ſheweth the 
want of the other, ſo that the naturall working of ei- 
ther ſhewes the eviliſtate of a horſes body, and giyes 
the Farriers warning to expect enſuing fickneſle. 
Now for emptinefſe and fulnefſe (which is the fift 
not naturall Compoſiter) foraſmuch as it is onely 
anadding to,. anda taking away : ſome Farriers 
haveheld opinion, thatall Phyficke belonging to a 
Horſes body, cenfiſterh in them two only;and trnely 
I am of this minde, that whoſoever can rake away 
corruption and adde perfection, ſhall without doubt 
ever keep an able and fubſtantiall body. But ro our 
of this: fulnefſe there are two ſorts, the one 
fulnefſe by exceſſe of humours, the other fulneſſe by 
exceſſe of meate ;either of which perturbing the ſpi- 
rits, are the grounds of fickneſfſe.. Againe, excefſe of 
humoursare ofcwo kinds, the one ah equall encreaſe 
of all manner of humours gathered together,and the 
other a particular excefſe either of too much Melan- 
choly fleagme, or other watriſh humours whatſoever, 
the firſt being: rearmed in aboundance of humours, 
the fatter an exceffe ofevill juyce or nutriment : laſt- 
ly, there is fulneſſe in quantity , andfalnefſe in qua- 
lity. Fulneſſe in quantity is when a horſe is full of 
blood, or any other ſimple humour. Fulnefſe in qua- 
licy;is when any of thoſe humours are too hot, or roo 
C 4 cald, 
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Cold, coo grofle , or roorhinne. Now for iempri 
nefſe , as all diſeaſes of fulneſſe muſt bee cured by it 
- onely, ſoall difcaſes ofemprineſſe mult bee healed 
by fulneſſe, as by taking of Blood, by Parge, Frifion, 
Scarification, Boxing, Sweating, Bathing, and a 
word of ſuch like, as ſhall bee very largely fct forth 
hereafter, init's proper place. 

Laſtly, touching the affe&tions of a horſes minde, 
you ſball underſtand, that ſo farre forthas theſenfirive 
Souledoth ſtretch, ſo far they have ſence and feeling 
of affeQions, as namely, ro love, ro hate, tobe angry, 
rorejoyce, to beſorry, and to feare : Forall which 
therencedsnogreat Apology, fith wee have it indaily 
experience : as who ſeeth not the Jove of ſore Hor-« 
ſes totheir Keepers, their hate to ſtrangers, their:an« 
oger.in_ their fights, their joyes in their prides and 
wooings, theic ſorrowes in their ficknefſes, and their 


feares unto their Riders z now theſe affections, ſich 


many tiwes they are the grounds of ſtrange morions 
in the body; theretore they ought carefully ro bee 
looked unto by the Farrier , and that the Horſebee 
not over-prefſed. with any of them; . eſpecially 
feareand hatred, the irſt whereof 'compelerh the 
blood and ſpirits co fly rotherinward parts;: and to 
leave the outward withour ſence or feeling : and rhe 
latrer makes him robe unyuier, fierce, and raging, 
both rogether breeds diſtemperatureimn a Horſe, and 
thoſe diftemperatures ingender morrall- ſicknefles. 
And thus much for theſe ſixe things, being beld not na- 
turall in a Horſes compoſition. 
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CHAP. X. 
Of Horſts complexions. 


þ Avingipoken of. thoſe thirreene Naturall and 
not -naturall: things, whereof a Horſes body 1s 
compounded, we will now in a ſomewhat more par- 
ricular manner ſpeake of the complexions of horſes, 
which is one of the. moſt neceſſary Faces rbat a Far- 
riercanbehold, both for thejudging ofa horſes in- 
firmiries, and alſo for the true compounding of his 
medicines for eyery diſeaſe: Therefore you ſhall firſt 
underſtand, tharby rhe colonr of the-horſe you ſhall 
ever jadge his complexion *Foxloskewhich of the 
Elemen*s is moſt predominafitiri Hifh , for that Ele- 
ment wee draw.his complexion, as thus. If hee par- 
ticipate more of rhe fire then of any of the other Ele. 
wents; thtn'we hold him tobe-2tholerick horſe, and 
hxcolour ss eicher a bright/orvel;#coale blacke withe 
otit any white, or an #07 gray utichangeadle, that is 
{uch4 Gray asneither will ever turne-a Daple gray, 
a White,.or « Flea-bitten, and theſe Horſes are of 
nature vight, hot, fiery, and ſeldome 'of any great 
{ftrength':; theſe Horſes are much ſubjed co peſtilent 
Fevers, Yellowes , and-inflamations of the Liver. 
T herefore every Farrier ſhall bee carefull in his com» 
peling of any medicine for ſuch a-Horſe, ro purge 
chaler, yet very moderately, and not with any extra- 
ordinary ſtrength inthe potion or Drench : Becauſe 
the Horſe being in his beſt ſtrength, not reputed 
ſtrong, ſhould you apply any violent thing to him 
that little ſtrength being abated, there were great 
danger

It 
proceedeth from the ſame cauſes that the Tertian fe- 
ver doth, yet in his working is not ſo apparantly vio» 
tent, but of much longer continuance : for if great 
care and helpbe nor, theſe Feavers will laſt ſome a'* 
quarter of a yeare, ſome halfea yeare , and ſomea '- 
whole yeare.

CHAP, XIX; 
Of the Feaver tontinuall, 


He Fever continnall, is that which continueth 
| ® withour any intermiſſion, and it is moſt dange» 
rous and violent: for there is in it the effefts of all 
the former fevers,every one taking place as the other 
endeth: as the Pxotidian beginning, is purſued by a 
Tertias, and a Tertian by a 2«artan, and thoſe two 
fupply fo many houres till the $:9tidian doth begin 
againe. This kinde of continuall Fever moſt often 
ſpringeth from ſome inflammation or violent heate 
ingendred in the principall members about the 
hearr:and the ſignes thereofare want of reſt,and fal- 
ting away of the fleſh, beſidescertaine inflammati- 
ons or ſwellings, which will appeare about his wis 
thersand flanks. The cure js, firft to purge his head by 
neefing, the manner whereof you ſhall finde in'a'par- 
ticular chapter hereafter ; which done, you ſhall give 
him this drinke, take of Jermander two ounces , of 
Gum-dregant, and dried Roſes, of each halfe an 
ounce, beat them into fine powder,and putthemin- 
roa quart of Ale, adding therennto bf oyle-live 
two ounces,and as much honey ; and whenit is luke-

"" He He&icke Feyerin horſes, 1s a dangerous and 
mortall Feyer, being in a horſe rhe firſt originall 
breeder of a confumprion:it is acertaine hor and dry 
humour which runneth bereween the (kinne and the 
fleſb, proceeding from a fieke ftomack , which ha- 
ving bin ſcalded with hot drinkes,(as thoſe ill dieted.

'AE theſe Feyers before ſpoken of, do for the moſt 
part, commonly happen to horſes in che Spring- 
time of the yeare, by reaſon tharthe new bloud is &- 
ver apteſt robe inflamed : yer notwithſtanding wee 
find by experience, that fevers will ſometimes come 
at the fal of the leafe, which we call Axt»zrne, & they 
are of longer conriguance then the other.

"The ancient 7taliars did nſe for this Fever, to give 
his drinke : Take of 4riſtslochiahalfe an ounce, of 
Gentian,of Hyſope,of wormwood,of Sothernworrt, 
ofeach halfean ounce, of dry fat Figs three ounces, 
ofthe ſeed of Smallage an ounce and a halfe, of Rue 
halfe an handfall,boyle chem all with 1unning water 
in acleane veſſel], till almoſt halfe be conſumed, then 
when itbegins to thicken, take it from the fire,ſtrain 
it, and giveit the horſe luke-warme. Now there are 
nor any of theſe drinkes bur are ſufficient for rhe 
Cure but the firſtis beſt. Now for his-dyet,be ſure 
to keephim faſting long before his fits come,and let 
his drinke be onely warme maſhes of malr'and water.

mine owne part, Ihbave feencirin many colts and 
p_ horſes, Surely ic proceedeth, as I judge,cicher 


from great corruption ofbloud , or from infeftion 


of the ayre. The thereof is, the horſe will hold 
downe his head, forſake his meate , ſhed mnch wa- 
ter athis eyes, and many times have ſwellings or ul- 
cers riſing a little below his eare roors. Thecure is, 
firſt you ſhall nor faile co ler him bloud inthe necke» 
veine - then two or three hoares after you ſhall give 
him a glifter : then make him this plaiſter : Take 
of Squilla five ounces, of Elder, of Cefforeumr, of 
Mauſtard-ſeede, and of Exferbiux , of cach two 
ounces ; diflolye the ſame in the juyce of Daffidill 
and Sage, and lay irall about the Temples of his 
head,and berween his eares:then give him to drinke 
for three or four daies rogether,every m—_—_ two 
ounces ofthe beſt Treacle diffolved in a pint of good 
Muskadine. | 
The 1ta/ians uſe to give him divers mornings, 4 
dofthejuyce of Elder-roots, or inſtead ofhis

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CHAP. XXVI; 
of the Plagne or Peſtilence in Horſes, of ſome

| F=96 Peſtilence, Murratne, or Gargill in horſes, 
is a contagious and moſt infeions diſeaſe, pro- 
cceding either from ſurfer of heate, cold , labour, 
or henger, or any other thing breeding corrupt 
tumours ina horſes body, as the holding coo long 
of his urine, drinking when he is hot, or feeding 


upon groſſe, foule , and corruptfoods, as in low | 


grounds afrer flouds, - when the grafle is unpurged, 
and ſuch like. Sometimes-1t ſprings from ſome e- 
vill influence of the Planets, corrupting the Plants 
and fruits of the earth , and Catrell roo ſometimes, 
and from divers ether ſuch hkecanſes; but howſbe- 
ver, when the diſcaſe_beginnethr , certaine it is, 
that it is moſt infectious, andif there bee not care 
and preventionufed, of multitades.iewill not leaye 
cne, Nor atiy of the ancient 7talian Farriers, nor a» 
ny of our Exgl/þ Farriers thatT have met wich, doe 
or can (ſhew me any ſ1gne or token to know this diſ- 
eaſe, more then that one or two mult firſt dye, and 


then by their deaths I muſt adjudge and. prevent 


what will to]low,bur they are miſtaken: For this diſ- 


eaſe is asealily knowne by outward fignes, as any 


diſeaſe wharſoever ; as namely, the horſe will begin 


rolowre and hang downe his head ;and withiniwo | 


orthree dayes after ſuch lowring , you ſhall ſeehim 


hegin ro ſwell nnder his eare-roots, or ander the' 


roots of his tongue, andthat ſwelling will rununi- 


yerſally - 
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verſally over all one fide of his face, being very ex- 
treame hard and great. Moreover,all his lips,meuth, 
and whites of his eyes will be exceeding yellow,and 
his breath will be ſtrong, and (tinke exceedingly. 
The cure of this diſeaſe according to the manner 
of the 1talians and French-wen, is fir(t to ſeparate the 
ſound from the ſicke, even afarrediſtance from char 
ayre where the ſicke breatherh ;.chen ler chem blood 
in thenecke-veines, and give every one ſeverally to 
drinke, two ſpoevefull of the powder of Diepente, 
brewed ina pint of ſtrong Sacke, of the compoſition 
of which -Diaperte, and of the particular vertyzs 
thereof, you ſhall read ina Chapter folowing. If 
youcannot readily get this Diapente, you may then 
rake a pint of Mxskadine,& diflolve it into ewo oun- 
ces of the beſt Treacle, and itwill ſerve the tarne, 
Queſtionlefſe theſe medicines are-borh exceeding 
good, for they are great preleryarives againſt all 
iafections. : 
Now that which I have found farre to exceede 
them, and robe molt excellent, nor onely for this 
plague amongſt horſes , but for the plague or mr 
raine (of ſome called the Mountain evill) amongſt 
beaſts ; isthis. Take a good quantity of old U- 
rine, and mixe therewichall a good quantiey of hens 
dung,ſ(tir chem well rogecher rilt che dang be diffol- 
ved:chen with a horne give roevery horſe or beaſt a 


pinte thereof luke warme, This have I ſcene helpe 
hundreds.

And here is to beno« | 
ted,that many Farriers,and thoſe of approved good |. 
ſkils,have ſtrongly held opinions, that horſes have ' 
very little,or no braines ar all: And my ſelfe for mine 
owne part, being carried away with their cenfures, 
didat laſt,upon good confiderationzcut up the heads | 
of divers horſes , ſome dead ,' ſomein dying , and 
could never finde any liguid or thin braine, as in o- - 
ther beaſts, but onely a very thicke,. trong, rough, 
and ſhining ſubſtance, ſolide, and firme, like a tough; 
jelly, which Lever held ro be only a panicle, and fo! 
reſolved with others,that a horſe had no braine : but & 
after, upon further diſcourſe, with: men of better 
learning , Lhad this reſolution given mee : Thats © 
horſe being a beaſt of extraordinary ſtrength and +; 
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bility, made even to endure the worſt of all extremis- 
ries either by ſore labour orheavy burthen, that na- 
tore (in his creation had endowed him with mem+ 
Hers anſwerable'to ſuch-yigour : As namely, thathis 
'braine was not liquid and tnoift, as ſubject ro fleete, 
or to be diſtempered with eyery ſmall diſorder, but 
tough and hard, even unpenitrable, andnor to bee 
pierſt by any reaſonable morion. And for the pani- 
cles, they ſhewed mee thoſe thin fkins over and be- 
fides thargreat ſubſtance z ſo that by experience I 
faw,and now know,that a horſe hath both brainand 
a'paniclte, and in them twoare bred thediſeaſesbe- 
fore mentioned, Now inthe yentricles, orcels of 
the braine, and in thoſe conduits by which the lively 
ſpirits give feeling and morionto the body,there do 

breed the Turne-ficke, or Sturdy, the Staggers, the 

Falling evill, the Night-mare,the Apoplexie,the Pal- 

fie and Convulſion, or Cramp, the Catharre, - or 

Rhume,and laſtly the Glanders. And thus much of 

rhe head in genergll.

'F Hoſe horſes are fuppoſed by Farriers to bee ta- 
ken, or as ſomecall it, Planer-ſtrook, which are 
deprived of feeling or of moving, not being able to 
ſtirre any member, but remaineth in the ſame forme 
as hee was at his time of taking. Some hold it pro- 
ceedeth ef choler and flegme, when they are ſuper- 
aboundanrly mixc rogerher,or of melancholybloud, 
which being acold dry humour, doth opprefſe and 
ficken the hinderpart of the braine. Other ancient 
Farriers hold,itcommeth of ſomeextieame cold,cr 
extreame heare, or raw diſgeſtion, ſtriking into the 
empty veines ſuddenly : or elſe ot extreame hunger 
cauſed by long faſting. The ſignes thereofare num- 
neſſe, and want of motion before ſpoken of ; As tor 
the cure, it isdiverſe,for firſt you muſt note whether 


it come ofcofd, or heate - If ic come of cold, you. 


ſhall know it by the ſtuffing and poze in the head, 
which is everjoyned with the diſeaſe : ifof heate, by 
the hotnefſe of his breath, and cleare fetching of 
his wind. Now if irproceede from cold, you ſball 
give him codrinke one ounce of Lacerpitinw mixt 
with Saller Oyle and Mzckadine lake-warme :' if it 
proceed of hear, you ſhall give him one ounce of La-

ſting, then you ſhall hea!ehimby feeding him often'

with a good ſtomacte. | 

Now for the Frexch Farriers, as Monſicur Horace 
and the reſt, who call this &iſeaſe Surprixs, they hold 
ir commeth onely trom cold cauſes, following hor 
accidents, & they ule for their cure to Jet him bloud 
on the breaſt-veines, and then put him into a ſweare, 
either by exerciſe , or multiplicity of cloathes, but 
T.a2y cloathes are better, becauſe che horſe js nor ca- 
pable of labour : and ſometimes they will bury him 
all ave the head in an old dung-hill, cill through the 
heare thereof his limbes receive ſuch feeling rhat hee 
begins to ſtraggle out of the ſame.

Now conlidering that the moſt of our beft Exg- 
liſh ſtables are furniſhed ever with ſome horſes of 
theſe Countries, I think ir good to write ſomethi 
rouching the diſeaſe. It proceeds from cold & gr 
flegm= gathered together in the fore-part of the 
head, berwixt the panicle and the braine, which be- 
ing by any hot vapour diſperſt over the whole brain, 
ic doth inſtantly cauſe thisfalling. There be others 


. which ſuppoſe chat it is governed by the Moone ; 
and 
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and that by a certaine courſe thereof both horſes 
and other beaſts doe fall, and as it were dye for a 
ſmall crime. The ſigne re know the. diſeaſe is, the 
horſe will fall ſaddenly,both through the reſolution 


ofhis members, and the diſtention of his ſinewes ; 


all his body will quake and quiver, and they will 


foame much at their mouthes, yet when you thinke 
chern paſt all bope of life, they will fill ſtart up ſud- 
denly and fall cotheir meate. Now if you will know 


whether theſe firs will come often, or but ſeldome, 
you ſhall feele the griſtle berwixr-his noſtrils, and if 
itbe cold, he will tall oft; bat if ie be warme, he will 
fall ſeldome. The cure- is, you {hall firſt let bim 
bloud inthe necke-veine, taking good ſtore of bloud 
away:then within foure or five daies after, you (hall 
fer him bloud on his temple-veines,.. and on his eye- 
veines i therſannoint all his body over wicha com- 
Fortable fricjon, then bathe his head and eares with 
oyle debay; liqued-pitch-and rarre mixt together, 
and of the ſame pur ſome into higeares : then make 
bim acapor biggin ofcanvaſſe, quilted with wooll, 
to keepe his head warme ; then give him a purgation 
or ſcouring, of which. you ſhall finde plenty in a 
chapter hereafter: you ſball alſo force him ro neeze : 
bur if chediſeaſe notwithftanding conrinne ſtill, you 


ſhall then with-a hor' Iron pierce the skinne of his 


forehead indivers places, and after ancint it with 
ſweere Barter : for thereby you ſhall draw our the 
grofſe hnmours which doe oppreſſe rhe braine, and 
in any wiſe during the time that he remaineth in Phy 
ficke, ler his ſtable bee keptexceeding warme, and

Now there be: ſome that will obje&t a- 
ainſt mee, and ſay : that this infirmity is not the 
Night-mare;bur anordinary infirmity ingendredby 
ſuperflaicy of cold, groſſe, and nnwholſome foode, 
gotin the winter ſeaſon : which nature, through the 
helpe of warmecloathes, anda warme houſe, expells 
in this manner, in the night ſeaſon. To this objection 
Fanſwere;thatif they dodifallow this ficknefle to be 
the Nighr-mare, thacthen withourall contradiction 
there is no ſach diſeaſe as the Night-mare atall, and 
that itis but onely a name wichont any ſubſtance or 
conſequence; bur foraſmnch as this ficknefſe is nor 
fly veryaſuall,bacalfo carrieth withir all the effects 
and attribures aſcribed unto the Night-mare, & that 
jtisas yetadiſeaſe unnamed, I doe not thinke I can 
give it a more proper termethen to cal}it theNight- 
mare. The cure whereof is, every morningand eve-

CHAP. XLIL.

Ir proceedeth ſome- 
tires from poverty and ill keeping, ſometimes from 
ſurfcie of over-riding eſpecially if when hee is ex- 
treame hor, hee be ſuffered to ſtand long in the raine 
or wet wether : and laftly, ieproceedeth from a cor- 
rupt drinefſe of the bloud, which wanting his natn-

boar, the horſe, being thenzas irwere, pantinghor, 
(as we may daily fee unſkilfull horſemen doe at this 
day.) whereby meate which the horſe eaterh ,- not 
being digeſted , breedeth evill and grofſe hnmoury, 
which by, lietle. and liccle ſpread themſelves tho- 
wlagh the member, doeatlength, oppreſſe and al- 
moſt confonnd the whole body, abſolutely raking 
away from him all his ſtrengrh,inſomuch that he cag 
thee goenor bow his joynts, nor being laid, is a- 
ble toriſe againe : Beſides .it taketh away from him 
his inſtramencall powers, as the office both of urine 
and Excrements, which cannot be performed bur 
with extrearhe paine.

'O)3 the conſumption of the Liver, I have ſpoken 

{}mething in the Chapter of che mouraing of 
the Chine : yet becauſe amongſt our beſt Farriers it 
is diverſly taken, I wilt ſkew you their divers opini- 
ons. Firſt, ſome hold it commeth onely from ſad- 
den cold afrer heat, rakeneither by drinking or (tan- 
ding ſtill, Othershold'ir commeth of any humour, 
Sor y of cholericke marter,fhed throughout the 
whole fubſtance ofthe liver , which rotting by lea- 
ſurable degree, doth in che end corrupt and con- 
found all rhe ſubſtance of the Liver, proceeding, as 
' they thinke, from corrupt meates, and ſweet drinks, 
And the laſt thinketh ir commeth by exrreame heate 
gorren in rravell , which inflameth the bloud, doth 
afterward putrifie, corrupt,and exulterate the whole 
ſubſtance of che Liver : becauſe the Liver is ſpungi- 
ons like the Lnngs, therefore the care of this diſeaſe 
is held deſperate ; yer ir bringerth no ſpeedy or ſud- 
den death,bur a waſting and lingring infirmity : For 
the Liver being corrupted, diſgeſtion is taken away, 
and fo the body for want of good nurriment, doch 
in timeconſume. The ſignes of chis diſeaſe is a loa- 
thing of meate, and a ſtrerching forch of the horſes 
body at lengrh as heeſtandeth , hee will ſeldome or 
neverlye downe, his breath will ſtinke marvelouſly, 
and he will continually caſt exceeding foule matter,

Others ſuppoſe, that ifinco the-worrt which ke drin- 
keth,you do putevery morning twoor three ſpoony 
full of che powder made of- 4grizeny , red Rofe 
leaves, Sacchar wm, Roſaccnm, Diarchadon , 4bbatis, 
Diſantalon, Licoras, and of the liver of Walfe, thar 
is more excellent. Others hold that ehis powder gi- 
ven with Goates milke Juke- warre, is very good : 
Ochers hold chat Malmſey, and the juyce of Feather- 
tew givento drinke isalſo good. | 

Others uſe( and hold it equall with the beſt ) ro

Now co conclude for the blacke Jaundiſe, which 
of ſome Farriers is called the dry yellows, though 
for mine owne part I holdit to bee incurable, yer 
therebe other Farriers which are of a contrary hu» 
mour, and preſcribe this Phyſicke for the cure ther- 
of : Firſt, ro give che horſe a gliſter made of Oyl, wa- 
ter, ilke, and nitrum, after his fundament is raked; 
then to powre the decoftion of mallowes mingled 
with ſweet Wine into his Noſtrills, and let his meat 
be grafſe or Hay ſprinkled with water, and a lirtle 
Niire, and his Provender dryed oates : He muſt reſt 
from labour, and be often rubbed. Now there bee 
other Farriers, which for this diſeaſe would onely 
bave the horſe drinkethe deco@ion of wilde Cole, 
worts ſodden in Wine; theeffets of all which Ionly 


refer to experience.

of goot{nurriment, in that rhe bloud is corrupted ei-: 
ther with Acagm;choler, or melancholy, comming. 
(according tothe opinion of our beſt Farriers)either 
from the tpleene, or the weakeneſſe of che (tomacke 
or Liver, cavſing nanghry digeſtion, 

Others thinke it commeth from foule feeding, or 
much idlenefſe, bur for mine owne parc,albeit.I have 
had as much cryall of this diſeaſe, as any one man, 
and that it becommeth not mee to controle men of 
approved judgement, yet this I dare averre., that 
I neverſaw this diſeaſe of che evill habire, 6t evill 
colour of the bndy, ſpring from any other grounds, 
then either diſorderly and wilde riding, or from 
Hunger , or barren Woody keeping. Betwixt 
it and che Dropfie, there is ſmzll or nodifference. 


For 
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For the Dropſie being divided into three kinds, this 
is the firſt thereof, as namely , anuniverſall ſwelling 
of the body, but eſpecially the Legs, through the a- 
boundance of water lying betweene the ſkin and the 
flefh-.The ſecond, a ſwelling inthe covering or bots 
rome of his Belly, as if the Horle were with f6ale; 
which is only a whayiſh humour abiding berwixe the 
ſkinand therim:And the third a ſwelling in the ſame 
place by thelike humour, abiding berwixe the great 


. bagand the Kell. 


The common lignes of this diſeaſe, are ſhorrneſſe 
of breath, ſwelling of che body or legges, loſſe of the 
Horſes raturall colour, no appetite unto meate, and. 
a continuall thirſt, his Backe, Butrockes,and Flanks, 
will bee dry, and ſhrunke up to their bones his 
Veines. will bee hid that you cannot ſee them, and 
whereſcever you ſhall prefſe your finger any thing 
bard againſt his body, there you ſhall leave the princ 
behind you, and the fleſh will not riſe of a good 
ſpace after ; when he lyeth downe he will fpread our 
hislimbes, and notdraw them round together, and 
his hair will (hed wich the ſmalleſt rubbing, There 
be other Farriers which make bur onely rwo Drop- 
fies, thatis, awetDropſie, anda windy Dropſee, 
but being examined, they are all one wich thoſe 
recited, have all the ſame (9gnes and the ſame cure, 
which according to the ancient Farriers is in this 
ſort, firſt, ro ler him be warme covered wich many 
cloathes, and eirher by exerciſe, or otherwiſe drive 
him incoa ſweare ; then ler his backe and boy bee 
rubbedagainſt che haire , and ler his fo5d befor the 


moſt part, Cole-worts, Smallage, and Elming 
Boughes, 
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Bovghes/;- by! whatſoever! elſe 'will keepe his'body 
ſoluble or provoke Urine: when you want this food, 
let him eate grafſe; or. hay ſprinkled with water, 
and ſometimes you'may give hima kinde of pulſe 
called Ciche,ſteeped'a dayiand a night in Water, and 
then takenout and'laid ſo, as the Water may drop 
away.

There be other Farricrs which only would have 
the horſe ro drink Parſley (tamper & mixe with wine, 
or elſe rhe ronr of the hearb called Parax ſtampr and 
mixt wich wine. Now whereas ſome Farriers adviſe 
to (lic the belly a handfull behind the Nayel,that the 
Wane and Water may leafarely iffue forth, of mine 
owne knowledge I know the Cure to bee moft vile z 
nor can itbe done, but ro the uerer fpoyle and killing 
ofthe horſe:fura horſe is abeaſt;and wanting know- 
ledge of his owne good, will never be dreſt onr by 
violence, and char violencewill bring down his kell, 
ſous ir:will never be recovered. Now fortheſe Drop- 
fer in the belly}, although-'T have/ſhewed you'the 
fignes and the' cures, /yertheyarerare robe found, 
and more rare to'be cured;but for rhe other Dropfie, 
which is the fivelling of the Legs,and the lofſe of the 
colour of the haire,ic is very ordinary and in honrly 
prattice : the beſt cure whereof rhatever I found a» 
mongſt the Farrier+1s this.

MY Maſters, the old ancient Fazriers are.of opi- 
mon, thar the Guts of a horſe doe breed three 
ſorts of Wormes, that is to ſay, little ſhore Wormes 
wich greatred heads, and long ſmall white Tayles, 
which wee call Bots , ſhort and thicke Wormes 
all of a bignefſe like. a mans finger , which wee

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call Trancheons; and grearlong wormes as bigge 
as a mans finger, and at the lealt ſixe inches in 
length , which wee call by the' fimpte name of 
Wormes onely. | 
82. Nowin mine owneexperience and 71] other mens, 
- Ifinde a fonrth ſorr, which is of a middle fize, and 
arered and fiery, with thick, ſhort, ſharpheades, and 
arecalled poyſonous red Wormes, and ate of all o- 
ther moft poyſonous and dangerous, for: they will 
aſcend upeven to the throate of 'the horſe; and will 
choake and kill him , and ſomerimes they will eate 
through his ſtomack and ſo confound him. 

Now for mine owne part [ am of opinion, that 
the firſt whichare bots, are nor bred m the gurs-bur 
in the ſtomacke onely; becauſe havingcur up many 
Horſes, I nevercould yet finde any one Bot in the 
Guts, yet great ſtore of both the other wormes, nor 
ever cut up the 'ſtomacke of a Horſe, but Þ fongd 
great aboundance of Bots, 'and neicher of che ocher 
Wormes : whence [am confidently opiniarted, that 
B: rs ar2 ever- bred inthe ſtomacke, and both. the 
other ſorts of wormes in the guts: Trath it is, that all 
three doe proceedefrom ane falſe cauſe, which is a 
Raw, Groſſe, and Flegmaricke warrey,apt to putri- 
faction, and ingendred by foule and naughty fee- 
ding,and 3s they proceede from one ſelfe cauſe , fo 
have they all one figne, and all one cure.

TT He Srone,or Piſſe-ſupreſt ina Horſe, is when a 
horſe would faine ſtale, bur cannot at all, and 
therefore may well bee called che ſupprefſion of the 
Urine : Itproceedeth according to the opinions of 
my Maſters, theold Farriers, ſometimes from the 
weakneſſe cf rhe Bladder , when the water conduit 
is ſtopped with grofſe humours, or with matter 
deſcending from the Liver, or from ſome inflamma- 
tion or hard knobs growing at the mouth of che con» 
duir, or for that the ſinewcs of the bladder are num- 
bed, ſo as the bladderis withour feeling : or it may 
cemeby keeping a horſe in long travaile, and nor ſut- 
fering him to ſtale, bur moſt commonly and ofteſt 
commeth from cbſtructions ma the kidneyes, where, 
by the cauſes afarefaid, a certaine red gravell being 
breJ, and fatling downe into the Conduics , by mix- 
ture of fleagme and other grofſe hamours, is there 
b:coughtto be a hard ſtone,and ſtoppeth the paſſage 
of 
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of the urine: For the ſigns there needeth no more bur 


this, that would fain piſſe, bat cannor. 


The Cure, according to' the epinionoftche m-ſt 
ancienteſt Farriers, is firſt ro. draw our his yard, and 
bathe it well with white wine, and pick it,and ſcoure 
ic well, leſt it bee ſtopped with dirt and filthineſſe ; 
chen pur a lirtle oyle of Camomill intohis yard with 
a waxe candle, anda bruiſed clove of Garlicke: burif 
that will net force him toſtale, then rake of Parſley 
twohandfuls, of Coriander one handful, ſtamp them 
and ſtraine them with a quart of white Wine, and 

 diffolve therein one ounce of Cake-ſope and give ic 
Inke-warme unto the Horſe to drink ; and ſee that 
you keep him as warm as may be, and let himdrinke 
nocold water for the ſpace of five or fixe dayes, and 
- when you would have him to ftale, let it either be of 
- good plenty of ſtraw,or upon the grafſe, or in a ſheep 
cot. Others (and thoſe of the beſt eftrem for horſe- 
leach-crafe at this day) uſe only to give white Wine, 
-cake-ſope, and burter very well mixt together, and 
ler che horſe drink it warme. 

: Ochers uſe roannoint rhe Horſes belly firſt with 
 warme water, then whien itis dryed,toannoinr ir a- 
gaine with Sallec oyle, Hogs greaſe and tarre mixt 
rogether and made warme, and fo hold a hot Iron 
againſt his belly whilſt it 1s annointing, that tHe 
oynrment miy the berter enter the ſkin: But I ho!d 
this medicine cobe much betrer for the Strangary, 
or any other paine in the belly , then for the Scone ;

Here is nothing:morecerraine then that d horſe 

many times wilt pifſe bloud jnftead of urine, the 
cauſe (as the moſtancieni Farriers: (6) procees 
ding from ſome one of theſe grounds: either over- 
much labour , or too heavy a burthen, eſpecially 
whenthe Horſt isfac:for by either of them the horſe 
may come-to-brezke; ſome veine inhis body, and 
then you ſhall ſeecleare bloud come ont, and noU- 
rine \- all, buc if wat re =_ _ Urine, then 
they ſuppoſe it com rom the kidneyes, havin 
ſome ragged ſtone therein, which throught x. 
trayaile doth fret the veines of the Kidneyes, and 
make them bleede, through which as the Vrine paſ- 
ſech, ir cakerh che bloud away with ic alſo; bur for 
mine owne part, I have not found any greater cauſe 
for the piffing ofbload, then the raking up of a horſe 
from grafſe.in the ſtrength of Winter ( as about 
ChriſtmasJand preſently, withour a daies reſtin the 
ſtable, co thruſt himinto along and weary journey: 
from this-cauſe 1 ihave ſeene many horſes after two

Ocher latter Farriers uſe toler the horfe bloud 
inthe nccke, and boyle thar blouid wirh Whearte, and 
with the powder of dryed Pemegranare pills ; then 
ſtraineit, and give it him three or foure mornings 
rogether to drinke, and lechim by no meanes tra- 
vaile thereupon: ar elſe give himof huſked beanes 
boyled with che huſkes of Acornes beaten ſmall, and 
mixt togecher. Others ufe ro make him a drinke 
with the rovtes of Daffidill mingled with Wheate 
flower, and Sumach ſodden long in water, and {oro 
be given tothe horſewich fweere Wine :. or elſe ro 
make him diinke of 'Goares-milkeand Salter Ole, 
{training thereunroa little Frumenty : or elſe rogive 
him-ſodden beanes and Deeres ſizer in Wine, cach of 
theſeare of bke force and goodnefſe. Now there 
be orhers which uſe for this diſeaſe 'rorake Barley, 
and ſerh ir in chejuyce of Gum-folly, 'and give him 
tte Birley toeate, and the juyce to drinke -* or ele 
take the powder of Lycoras and: Aniſeedes rout'd 
up.in Honey, arid. make round balls thereof, : and 
calt downe the horſes throar two or three of -rhem :

Ti E onely Diſeaſe incident ro the wombe of a 
Mare ( as farre forth as our Farriers are experi- 
enced)is barrenneſk , which may proceede from di- 
yers cauſes, ts through the aacemperarenefſeof the 
Marrixe, being either roo hotand hery , orrov mn 
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and moiſt, or toodry, or elſe too fhore, or too nar- 
row , or having the necke thereof turned awry, or 
by meanes of ſome obſtruction, or ſtopping in the 
matrixe, or in thar the mare-istoo fat, or c00 lean, 
and divers otherfuch like cauſes. Now the cure chere« 
of, acording to the old Farries, isto take a good 
handfall of Leeks, and ſtawp them in a' mortar with 
f« ure or five ſpoonefuls of Wine, then pure chereunto 
twelve flyes, called C antharides, then (traine them all 
rogether with a ſufficient quantiry of warer to ſerve 
the Mare therewich rwo dayes together, by powring 
the ame into her nature with a Gliſter-pipe made for 
the purpoſe, and ar the end of three dayes next follo» 
wing, offer the horſe unto her that ſhould coyer her, 

< and after fhe is covered, waſh her nature twice toge- 
ther with cold water. 

There be others which uſe to take of Nitraw, of 
Sparrowsdung,and of Turpentine,of each like quan- 
tity well wrought rogether, and made like a Snup- 
poſitary, and pur thatſipto her nature, andir will 
cauſe her both to defire the horſe, and alſo to con- 
ceive. . There bee ſome of opinion, that itis good 
ro puta Nettle into the horſes mcuth chat fhould 
cover her, Of all which ler onely experience be your 
warrantiſe. 


CHAP. XCII. 
Of the peſtilent Conſumption in Mares. 


= Here is-a certaine peſtilent Conſumption inci- 
dent to Mares when they are wich foale, procee- 
ding from cold fleagw, gathered by raw foggy food 
in

CHAP. XCIIT, 
of the rage of Lowe in Mares. 


JTis reported by ſome of our Engliſh Farriers,that 

Mares being proudly and high kept, will ac the 
Spring of the yeare, when cheir bloud begins ro wax 
ware, if they chaunce, when they go ro the warer, 
ro ſee their owne ſhadowes therein , thar preſently 
they will fall into an extreame love therewith , and 
from that love into ſuch a hor rage, that they wil for- 
get either to cate or drink, and never ceaſe running 
- abour the paſture, gazing ſtrangely, and looking oft 
about and behind chem. The cure of this folly is pre- 
ſently roleade the Mare ro the Warer againe, and 
thereto lether ſee her ſelfe as before, and the ſecond 
fight will utterly excinguiſh che memory of the firſt, 
and to take away her fully. 


CHAP. 
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To WY Marerwhich caft their F oales, 
T: He poratnong why mares caſt their Foales , that 

- is, to Foale them either betore their times, or 
dead, are very many,as ſtraines, ſtrokes, intemperare 
riding, ruſhings,bard wintring, Or too great farneſſe, 
and ſuch like, Now you ſhall underſtand that this 
2borſement, . or untimely caſting of a.Foale, is mcſt 
dangerous to the life of the Mare : For nature being, 
as it were, detained from her trae & perfeft cuſtom, 
which is the preſervation of health, cannot chooſe 
bur give way to the contrary, which.is Deathand 
Morrality, and the body and pores being ſer open to 
the aye, before it beable ro defend the cold, cannot 
chooſe bur be ſuffocated with unwholſome Vapours. | 
If therefore you have a Mare at any rime which doth 
caſt her Foale, and withall fallerh ſicke upon the 
ſame, youſhall preſently rake her into che houſe, and 
ſer her up very warme, then giveher two ſpoonful of 
the powder of Diapente well brewd in apine of Mul- 
kadine, and feed her with ſweer hay, and warm Ma- 
ſhes for at leaſt a week after, Yn |

JFic happen by any miſchance, or otherwiſe , thar

Underſtand then that a horſe being ſurfeired, and, 
fall of evill knmours.needing to be purged, it ts beſt 
firſt ro give him a Suppeſitary; leaſt if you fhauld. 
come to apply a Gliſter, rhe great Gut being ſtopped, 
with dry, hard, andhorexcrements, the medicine 
nor able to worke beyond it, loefeboth labour and 
yertue ; ſo that I make account the Suppolttary is bur

Spring,in the Se Aonmneend in the Win- 
ter. Others wcul#onely have him let bloud three 
times in the yeare: namely 49 May when he is rurned 
to grafſe, becauſe che;bloyd then beginneth to 
encreaſez Second] ber,that bloud ifir bee 
inflamed, may eg nd breath forth : And 
thirdly in December, gr the grofſe and knotty 


bleud which is bred byI;bpur or careleſſe keeping. 
Others wonld havea hotſ to bee let bloud bur once 

© inthe yeare : namely, 9 the beginning of May one- 
ly, when hee is cobeput to graſſe,alleadging this rea- 
fon, that if the horſe bee nor let bloud in the Spring, 
the rew blond being mixt with the old corrupt 
bloud, will be apt robe inflamed, and ſodraw apen

cellent good. Others would have thehorſero be lev 
bloud in the yeine nor aboye once ina year namely, 
at the beginning of May : bur ia'the palate of the 
mouth they would have him ler bloud ar leaſt once 
every moneth, alledging that-it willl cleare the fight, 
comfort the braine, and give him good appetice ro 
hismeate, but co conclude, there isnorany of theſe 
opinions but.are ſound and good, ſo. the -horle bee 
yonrg and in ſtrength, hjs bloud increaking; bur if hee 
bee old, and his blaud in che ebbe, chen youcannor 
let bould too ſeldome. Now that it is fir a yong horſe 
fkloud bee ler bloud, . is pre yed by the daily expe» 
rlence of the Peloxder horſes; who being at libercy 
Court of naturall-inftint in chemfclves)faile- nor once 
a yeare tolet themſelves bloud; yer wee baye divers 
of our beſt Farriers who would nor have a horſe let 
bloud beforethere bee urgent neceflity , - left the uſe 
ofletring bloud bring a horſe co an evill cyſtome, 
and draw on fickneflc unexpeftedy but with that opi> 
nion I cannor agree, becauſe I holdire, more yercue 
ro prevenca danger before it come, then todriye ir 
away being preſent. Now that oft letting of bloud 
breedeth' in a horſe weakneſſe, and maketh che 
bloud to reſore to the inward parts, cloying the 
heare and intrailes, and making the outward parts 
fatand unweldy, there is no queſtion but that the 
lecting a horſe bloud twice in the yeare; namely, at 
the beginning of May, and the end of Deceanber, (at 
which times onely I wonld have a horſe let bloud 
and no other) ſhould be accounted oft, I ſee no rea» 
ſon.

adviſe by no meanes toler Geldings bloady becauſe 
" thelofſeof their ſtones is the loſſe of their naturall 
heate : to that Lam much contrary,: becauſe I have 
found ir by conrinuall experience, thar Geldmgs doe 
as ofc dyechrough the corruption'and abaundance 
of bloud as horſes : nay; and much more ofcer,in as 
much as they want the helpes-which horſes have far 
purging their blouds from uncleanenefſe. Now. in 
che lercing of hors bloud; every carefull Farrieris 
firft toreſpe&t che Climatennder which the horſe is 
bred, knowing that thoſe horſes which are bred in 
cold, Countries, have ever more bloud then. thoſe 
whicharebred in-thehort :.rhen hemuſt conſider the 
time of the yeare, which would ever bee the Spring, 
er the fall of the Leafe, barh theſe times being moſt 
remperate , neitherexceeding inheate nor in cold; 
Next hee muſt regard che- rime of the day , which 
would ever bein the morning faſting, ſoit be notar 
the horſes awakinog from ſleepe, bur ac leaſt an houre 
or two afrer:then he muſt looke unto the ſtare of the 
Moone,tharthe (igne be not inthat part of the bedy 
where ke intendeth co let bloud ;nexthe muſt looke 
tothe horſes age, tor.if.hee be yong, and. nor come 
to his growth, ic will-hinder his waxing;and if he be 
old and come todecrepidneſſe, his bl. ud had:more 
neede berepaired then waſted. Laſtly, he fhall look

his Taile, and ſtill be continnally rubbing them;: and 
ſometimes will ſhed ſome of his hairealſo's hee will 
now and then pill about cheroores of his cares, or in; 
thoſe places where the head-ſtal: of the bridle lyes :: 
his grine will be redandhightcoloared,and:Hisdung- 
will be black and hard : alfo if heehathred-inflam- 
mations, orlietle bubles on his backe, or doth nor 
digeſt his meare well, it is a ſigne che horſe would 
be lerbloud :-or it hee haveany-apparanr ſigne-of 
yellowneſf in the whites of his eyes, orin the infide 
of his Lippes, cicherupperor nether, ir:is a ſigne 
he wonld belet bloud : for after any of theſe ſignes 
doth moſt commonly follow ſome one or- other 
grievous ficknefle , which co prevent is the rrue 
art of a $kilfull Farrier.

both theſe veines ſhew moſt apparantly. If you in» 
tend tolet the horſe blond in the breaſt-yeines, or 
Plat-veines, - of ſome called the fore-thigh veines, 
you ſhall chen cord him behind che ſhoulders, cloſe 
ro the elbowes of the horſe, and over-thwart his 
withers, and that will make theſe two veines ſhew. 
Now you ſhall nnderſtand, that not any of theſe 
veines laſt ſpoken of, as about the head or the breaſt, 
mult be ler bloud by ſtriking them with a Fleime, 
( chough it be the manner of our common Smithes) 
tor it is moſt beaſtly and butcherly, and alſo full of 
muchdanger by ſtriking through the veine, (if he be 
not $kilfull : ) but you ſhall with a fine ſharpe La 
openthe veine, even in ſach ſortas you ſee a skil 
Chirurgion open the veine ina mans arme. Now for 
che letting a horſe bloud in the palate of the mouth; 
you ſhall but only with a ſharpe painted knife, prick 
the horſe beeweene the ſecond and third bar, as deep 
a5 a Barley-corne is long, and hee will bleed ſuffict- 
ently : as for all other veines in a horſes body what- 
ſoever, which are to bee opened, , you ſball under- 
ſtand, rhat whenſoever it is needfall that they bleed; 
that then they maſt bee eaken up, andnot corded ar 
all. Now conching the taking up of veines, and the 
manner how to doe it , you ſhall read more at 
large in particular Chapters toyards the end of this 
booke.

Of outward Sorrances what they are, and of certaine 
generall obſervations in the cure of them. 


O Vrward So#yancer, according to my meaning 
inthis-place, are taken two manner of wayes, 
thar is to ſay, cither it is an-evill ſtate 2nn compoſi- 
rion of the body, which is tobe diſcerned either by 
the ſhape, number, quantity, or fight of che member 
evill affefted and diſeaſed: or elſe tt is the looſening 
and diviſion of any unity, which as it may chance di- 
verſly, > it hath divers names accordingly. Forit 
ſactra drvifton or looſing be inthe bone, thenir13 
called a Fracture: If it bee in any fleſhly part, then ir 
13 called a wound, or an u'cer: If ic be in che yeiaes, 
hen a rupture: ifin the ſinewes, then a convulfion 
or crampe;zand ifirbein the skinne, rhen iris called 
an Excoriition : and of all theſe feverally linrend 
co mrreate in the following Chapters, Now foraſ- 
much as in this generall art of Chirurgery, or Sorrans 
ces, there are cerraine generall obſervations cr Ca» 
veats'to be held inviolare, I will before I proceede 
any further, give ycu alittle raſte thereof, 

Firſt, you ſhall cherefore underſtand, that iris the 
duty of every good Farrier, never tobnrne or caute» 
rize with hot Tron, or with oyle, nor to make any in- 
ciſion with knife, where ctherebe either veines, Si- 
new2s, or joynt?, but eicher fomwhat lower, or 
ſomwhar higher.

lame. Many other obfervations there are, which be- 
cauſe they are not ſo ganerall as theſe bee; and thar I 

fhall

Cruare. VII, 
Of the diſeaſes in the eyer, and firſt of the weeping 


and watering eye. 


He eyes ofa horſe are ſubje&t to many infirmi. 

ties ,as firſt ro the Rhumatick, or watry, then to 
be bloud-ſhoten, ro be dimme of fight, ro have the 
pin and webbe, che haw, the wart in the eye, the 
inflammation of the eyes, the canker in theeye, ora 
ſtroakein the eye : of all which, ſome come of in- 
ward cauſes, as of humours reſorting ro the eyes: and 
ſome of outward cauſes, as Heate, Cold, or elſe by 
ſome (tripe or blow. 

And firſt to begin with the Rhumagicke, or watry 
eye, you ſhall underſtand that according to the 0- 
pinion of the ancient Farrers, it doth pr d ma» 
ny times from the fluxe of humours di illing from 
che Braine , and ſometimes from the angaiſh of 
ſome blow or ſtripe received. The fgnes are , a 
continuall warring of the eye, and a cloſe holding 
of the liddes togecher , accompanied ſometimes 
with a litrle ſwelling. The cure, according to the 0- 
pinion of ſeme Farriers 1s tO take of Bolearmonicke, 
of Serra-ſegitlata, and of Sanguis draconis, ofeach 
| alike quanritys make them into powder, and then 
| adde nnto them as much of the white of an Egge

ſhall plainly ſee the Haw : then thruft-your needle 
- through the edg of the Haw,and with the thrid draw 
irouc, ſoas you may lap it upon your finger, then 
faſten the chrid about your lirtle fanger;, to hold it 
ccnſtantly, and then with a very ſharpe knife cut 
crofſe the Griſtle of the inſide next the horſes eye, 
and ſo ſeparating the ſkinne and the fat from the Gri- 
ſtle,cut-the Griftle quite or;then cutting yourthrids

out of the privat pradtiie and experimentsof the beſt 
Farriers in Chriftendome, ct which I may give the 
bolder reftimony, becauſe F have made praiſe of 
theirvertues. 

If then your horſe haveraken any halt, either 
by ſtiffeneſſe of ſinewes, firaine, wrerch, ſtroake, or 
any other accident, if the griefe bee in his legge, 
you ſhall rake Smallage, Oxe-eye , and ſheepes ſuer, 
of each a like quancity, choppe them altogether,

CHAP. CIIL, 
Of the Ring-bone, 


T He Ring-bone is a ſorrance, which appeareth 
aboye upon the cronet of the hoofe,being a cer- 
dine hard griſtle going ſometimes round about the 
fame : Ir proceedeth as ſome Farriers held opinion, 
eicher from ſome blow ot another horſe,- or by ftri- 
king che horſes foote againſt ſome ſtub or ſtone, or 
fach like accident : Bur ſurely Lhold thar it alſo pro- 
ceederh from ſome imperfeRtion in nature, for as 
much as I have feene wany foales foaled with Ring- 
bones on their feere. Theſe Ring bones doe breed a 
viſcous and flimy humour, which reſorting to the 
bones thar are of their own nacure cold & dry, wax- 
ethhard, and cleaveth ro ſome bone, and ſoinpro- 
cefſe of time becommetrh a bone. The fipnes of the 
ſorrance are, the apparane ſight of the ſorrance,being 
higher then at pare of the cronet, the ſtating of the 
hare, and che hatring ofthe horſe, 
The cure according to ancient Farriers, is firſt to 
| ſarifie the skin above the ring-bone with 4 lancer 
y then cake a great onyon and pick one the chorextheh 
put into it Verdigreaſe and unflecke lime ghen cover 
tehla;hbdroudibe onyonſdfe, theri bruiſe irina 
| Ee 3 mortar, 
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morter, and ſo very hot lay igro.the ring-bone: doe 
thus foure dates regether and tc wi cure it. Others 
of the oid Farriers uſe firſt ro waſh the ſorrance with 


ware water, and ſhave away the haire: then ſcarife 


itlighcly with the point of a razor fo. as rhe bloud 
may iſſue forth : then drefſe it with Cantherider and 
Exforbium in ſuch ſort as hath beene canght for the 
ſplent, uſing him, and'curing him after the ſame 
manner z bur when the haire beginneth to grow 
againe, chen draw the ſore place with a hoc drawing 
Ironin ftraightlines , from the paſtorne downe to 
the coffin of thehoofe-in this manner : and let the 
edge of thedrawing-Irpn bee as thicke as the 
backe of a meate knife, and burne him no dee- 
per then that the skin may looke yellow : that dong, 
cover the burning with Picch and Rozen molten.to- 
gether, and clap thereon floxe of che horfes owne 
colour, and abogt threedayes after lay againe ſome 
of the laſt menrioned:plaiſter, andalſo new floxe 
on the old, and there ler them 'remaineril they td 
away of themſclyes. Others uſe to. ſhave of the 
haire, and ro fcarifie the ſore with a Lancet til it 
bleede : thenſtrew uponirt the powder of Tartar, & 
flr, of each alike mixc together, and bind it ftraite: 
chenafter annoynt it with freſh greaſe, or elſe ſofren 
the Ring-bone with the skinne of old Bacon, the fat 
being icraped off that. you. may ſee through the 
s$kinne, and Laid ro after it is ſhaven and made bleed, 
afterlaunce it and let out the Ring-bone.Others uſe 
tolauncetcheskjane witha Razor, then opening the 
Kinne with a corner, pricke the Ring-bone. Laſtly, 
ficew uponitche powder of Vitriolle,and __ 
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ſs as it may not ſtir for nine daies;then thruſt out the 
matter which is difſolyed, Laſtly, waſh ic with ſalt, 
with urine and vineger mixc together, Other Farriers 
doe uſe after they haye fhayedit, to lay unto ir a 
paiſter made of bran and hony, with the yong leaves 
of worme-wood,pellitory,and Branke-wrfone ming- 
led wich ſwins greaſe and beaten together, and boy- 
led, and uſed as hot as the horſe can ſuffer ir. This me- 
dicine will not onely cure thering- bone, but any o- 
he in CO Alſoa plaifter — 
of [mallage being beaten to peeces is not onely good 
for this ſorrance but for any windgall alſo. To waſh 
aring-bone continually with ſtrong yineger will a- 
bate it : or elſe to ſhave away the haire, and take half 
aLemmon and ſprinkle Arſaick thereupon, and lay 
itto che ring-bone and it will eate it away , if ewice 
orthrice a day you bind a hard egge b hotun- 
tothe ringebone ic will cake it away. Laſtly, if you 
take Exforbiuwv, and mingle it with oyle of Iuniper, 
falt and pepper, and ſo apply it tothe ring-bone, ir 
willin a very ſhore ſpace conſume rhe ring-bone 
quite away; 'alwayes provided that you keepe the 
horſe from any wet during his cure.

which fretreth inward, and forceth an ulcer tobreak 
upward:orelſe itchmmeth by the cloying or prick- 
ing of ſome naile driven by an ignorant Smith, - the 
anguifh whereotlooſeneth the Griftle, and fo bree- 
deth evill humors, whereof the Quitter-bone ſprin- 
geth : the fignes are, the Horſe wil hak much, and 
the Gyelling is apparant ro the eye, which in foure 
or five daies commeth co ahead, and will breake 
out with. matter at a litcle deepe hole like a Fiſtula, 
and ſurely then.this Quitter-bone, there is/ no out 
ward Sorrance whatloever more dangerous to'l 
Horſe.

Te fignes whereof are theſe, the horſe will halt 
much;and covert togoe moſt on his tee rofayour his 
heele, andthe ſofrerthe way is'the more is _— 
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fes caſe, Now for the cure according to the old 
parriersit is thus; firlt parethe hoofe till you may 

ſee the ſore, then take an ounce of Virgin waxe, and 

a quarter of an ounce of R.ezery, ahd a quarter. of 
Deeres ſuer, and halfe an ounce of Blares greaſe, 

and beate them all well cogether in a-morcer, and 

then melt chem cogerher on che fire; that done, dip 

good ſtore of flaxe therein , and 1o ſtop up the ſore 

coſe and hard , and then yeu may travell the horſe 

whither you pleaſe ;' and doe rhas once a day untill 

the foote bee ſound. Other of the old Farriers ule 

firſt co pate che hoofe, and to get out the gravell 

with adtawing knife leaving none behind; then top

flixe, and then clap on the ſhooe, to keepe in the 
ſtopping, renewing ir every day once untill it bee 
whole, and ſafler the horſe ro come in no wetuncill 
tbe healed. Ncw ycu muſt underſtand thar if a 
mire oa not wel ſtoprro keep downe the fleſh: 
it wil riſe higher then the hoofe, and-ſo pur ihe Far- 
tixfeo much more paine, both in bolſtringic, and a- 
bating that ill prowne ſubſtance. 

Others uſe onely to pare the foote, and picke out 
all the gravell cleane, then waſh ic well wich Beere og 
and falezrhen melt intoit rallow, Rozen, andpirch : 
then coyering it hard and cloſe with flaxe ſeron the 
fhooe againe, and doe thus once a day. Others uſe 
ifrer they have cleanſedthe ſore ro lay hurds intoit,

up cloſe with a peece of leather, and two croſſe 
ſplents of wood,and doe thus thrice in one fortnight 
and it will helpe him.

the Smith , Fet-ir may afo-come-by reaſon of the 
weakenefſe of the naile, and the hollownefſe of the 
ſhanke : for when the naile isa litt'e coowedke, the 
point many times bendeth awry-into the quicks, 
when ic ſhould goe right forth.and when itis hallew 
it ſhiyereth in thedriving-into rwo-parts, whereof 
one part razeth the quicke inpulliog our, or elſe per- 
breaketh aſunder, and ſo remainerh ſtil behind: 
andchis kind of pricking is the worſt of all other-, 
decauſe it will -rankle worſt, -in as much as-the flaw 
cankereth and remainethtill in the foor.

Orafmuch 'as-the-Feete -and Hooves of a He rſt 


are the onely Inſtruments of labour ,- and thar'a 


ſmall griefe in that parr deprives a man of the bene- 
fit and aſe of the reſt ; 1 chinkeir not amif'before 


Tſpeake of the particular diſeaſes vf the-Hooves, 


fq ſhew you ſome generall notes-and obſervati- 


'©8s which you ſhall obſerve for the benefize of the

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feete. Know then, that fiſt it is meere that youler 
your ſhoos before be rather ſhort then coo long, with 
itrong Spunges, but no cawkins, and your nayles to 
have peciall good heads. 

Ler your ſhooes behinde have no cawkin on the 


out-ſidezbur ifhe enter-teare; let the cawkin be on 
the in-fidero make him caſt outward, and ler che , 


in-fide of of that fide inward have a welt an inch deep 
or bee twice as thicke as the ourfide: bur if all chis 
helpe not his enter-fearing, then bring him unto an 
Amble ; bur if hee will not amble, burne him with 
a hot Iron betweene the legges, that the ſoreneſfſe 
thereof may make him goe wide bebinde, which is 
an ordinarypraftiſe amongſt the Italians and French.

The fignesare, thehorſes lepgs willeyer bemoſt 
ſwolne when hee ftandeth til in the houſe, and leaſt 
when he is in travell, eſpecially ifhe travell in much 
water;. and the ſwelling moſt commonly is accompa- 
nicd with ſome ſmall:icabs,. and in the end it will 
breake our into the ſcratches. The cure, according: 
tothe opinion. of the ancient. Farriers is, to draw 
himwith a hot Iron a handfull above the knee, and' 
then rope-his legges with a-ſoft rope of hay wet in 
cold Water, andletit ſo remaine aday and a night, 
and it wil take away all the ſwelling. Other Farriers 
take two pound of nerve-oyle, twopound of blacke 
fope, a pound of boares greaſe, andmelr and boyle 
alltheſe wel cogether ; then ſtraine it and ſo ler it 
coole : then when you have any neede, annoyne and 
chafe your horſes legs therewith, and to make itfinke 
1 the beeter, annoynt him firſt with nerve oyle, and

done, keepe his legges cleane from duſt by lapping a 
linnenrowler aboge them.

Tous ( being any whir negleted ) otherwiſe the moſt 
Uſeſt, and wirh the leaſt coſt or trouble co bee hel- 
ped: Irs a kind of creeping ulcer, growing in knots, 
ever following alongſt ſome -one - Veine or other, 
and ſumetimes along(t divers or ſundry. Veines, ac- 
tording to the ſtrength of the infeQtion. Ir procee- 
deth fometimes from corcyps bloud, ingendred in 
the bodyg-ſomerimesGom bucward wounds or hurts 
received by cankerous dr-poylſonous inſtruments, as 
riſty ſpyrs, ruſty torkes, biting of dogges or Horſes, 
ngvotiTiokes; boits lic, Or fuch like; ſometimes 
the rqbbing:.of Swont-agnalk the eggey of, the 
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horſe,orby lying in the lirter where ſwine have laine, 
or beenrerfearing, or hewing one leg upon another: 
bur generally ic proceederh from an evill habice of 
the body, being ſurfeiced by diſorderly and varaely 
Travell, whereby the bloud being heaced, rhe greaſe 
melted, and ſaddencold raken, there -groweth ſuch 
obſtructions in the blond, and ſuch purrifaftien in

low,(traighr, crooked, or over-thwarr, according as 
the —__ doth require. 
ow to conclude, you are to obſerve in Cauteri- 

zings, theſe few preceprs : Firſt, that you donot give 
fire toany (inewy place, except there be ſome appa- 
rant (welling,or elſe impoſtumacion : Secondly, that 
you give nor fare to any bone that is broken, or out 
of joynr, for fear of breeding a general} weakneſſe in 
the whole member. Thirdly, never to give the fire ſo 
deep,or ſuffer your hand ro be ſo heavy,that you may 
miſÞape, or deform the Horſe, either by nnneceffary 
figu'es, or uncomely Scars. Fourthly, not tobe too 
raſh or haſty in giving fire, as if every care were to be 
wrought by thar praQtiſe only (as I know ſome yery 
wel repured Fairiers hold of opinion ) but onely ro 
attempr all other g 50d meanes before, and when all 
hopeellſe is deſperate, then co make the fire your laſt 
refuge, as anexrreamicy that muſt prevaile when all 
other practiſes do periſh. | 

Laſtly , I would nor have youlike thoſe fooliſh 
Farriers which know nothing, utterly ro contemne 
and negle& ir, as if it were uſeleffe, but with all mo- 
deration and judicious diſcretion to apply it in fie 
time and place, the poor horſe may gaine eaſe, your 
ſelfe good Repuration, and the owner profit : which 
oh moſt certain, as long as you are governed by wiſe-

He Porentiall Cauterize or ſearing of the fleſh 
by medicine is( as I faid before ) when the me- 
dicines areeythe: Corroſive, Purrifattive, or Cau- 
ſticke : Ccorrofiue, as when they doe corrode, ror, 
gnaw, and frer the fleſh: Putrifattive, when chey do 
corrupt the complexion of the member, and doe 
induce a maine Skarre like dead fieſh, cauſing infi- 
nite paine, in ſach ſort char they are often accom- 
panied wich Fevers and mortality, and therefore are 
nor tobe adminiſtred, but toſtrong bodies, and in 
very ſtrong diſeaſes:and Cauſticke, which is as much 
to ſay as burning , when the operation is ſo ſtrong, 
thar it inclinech, and commeth neereſt.to.the nature 
offare, and ſo burneth and conſameth whatſoever it 
coucherh. 

Now theſe Potenriall canterizes doe exceede and 
excell one another, by cerraine degrees as thus, che 
corroſives are weaker then the PutrifaQtives, and the 
putrifaCtives are weaker then the cauſtickeszthe cor- 
rofives worke upon the upper part in the ſofc fleſh;

Now if you would have your putrifattive medi- 
cines to he cruſtive,that is, breeding a great Scar,and 
hotin the fourth degree: then they are unſlecktlime, 
and che burned dregy of wine; and theſe are to be u- 
ſed ro Carbnncles, Cankerr, and Auburics, 

The Cauſtick medicines are thoſe which are made 
of ſtrong ye, called Copitelluw, or Magiſtra, of Vi- 
triole Romane, Sal-nitur, Aqua-fortis,. Apium, Can- 
tharides, Ciclamine, Onions, ſtrong Garlicke , Mela- 
nacardinumy, the ſtones or graines of Brioxy, and ma-« 
ry ſuch like, 

Nowin conclufion, I would wiſheyery diligent 
Farrier ſeldome or never to uſe eyther Arſnicke, Re- 
ſalgar, or Mercury ſublimate , Gmply of themſelves, 
bur rather to allay them ( ifthe ſubſtance whereon 
they are to worke be very great) with Yaguentum A- 
poſtolorum z bux if it be yery lirtle, then with Hogges

Of the reweBing of horſes, and the uſe thereof. 


T He Rowelling of horſes is , amongſt our igno- 
rant and fimple Smiths, the moſt ordinary and 
generall praftiſe of all other wharſoever, infomuch 
that not any diſeaſe can almoſt bee found aboyr « 
horſe, eyther how [lighror great ſoever itbee , Þur 
preſently without any Reaſon or ſence therefore, 
they will Rowel him for the ſame ; whereby they 
not onely purthe horſe co a needlefſe vorment , but 
alſo bring downe (now and then ) ſach a fluxe of 
naughty humours, that they lame che horſe, which 
otherwiſe would bee perfedtly found. Burit is not 
my Theame to diſpure of theſe ignorances , onely 
this I muſt fay of Rowelling, itis a practiſe as ne- 
cefſary and commendable for the good eſtate ofa 
Horſes Limbes and body, as any medicine wharſo- 
ever, ſoit be applyed in his due time, and in his due 
place: otherwiſe on the contrary part, icis contrary 
to all goodneſſe. 

The helpes which are got by Rowelling, are 
theſe, it ſeparateth and difſolyeth all evill bumours, 
which eyther through Naturall or Unnaturall cor- 
reptions are gathered and knit togetherin any one 
place, hindring the office of any member, or defor- 
ming the body by any ſaperflaity of evill ſubſtance, 
it leoſeneth thoſe parts tharare bound, and bindech 
thoſe parts that are Weakned ; it giveth ſtrength 
unto ficke joynts , and comforteth whacſbever is 
oppreſied with any cold fleame, or hot cholericke 

ſubſtance 
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fubſtance: the generall uſe of Rowelling, is eyther 
for our inward ftraines, eſpecially about the fholders 
or hips,or elſe for great hard ſwellings, which will 
not be mollifgied or corroded by any outward medi- 
cine,, which is either playſter or Vnguent : for you 
maſt underſtand , that whena horſe receiveth any 
ſtrayneor bruiſe, either in the upper joynts of his 
ſhoulders or his hips, which joynts donor ſtand one 
upon another, as the lower joynts do, but they goe 
one intoanother, as the one end of the eHarrow- 
bone into the pot of the ſpade-bone, and the orher 
end into the pot of the Elbow, which is a double 
bone : Nowas | ſay, whena braiſe is received in 
theſe parcs , if by preſent application of hot and 
comfortable medicines , thegriete beenot taken a- 
way,then efc ſoones there gathers betweene the pot 
and the bane, a certaine bruiſed jelly, which conti- 
nually offendeth the tender Griſtle which covers the 
ends of every bone, makes the horſto halt vehement- 
ly : and then is this corrupt matter not tobe taken a- 
way by any outward medicine,but by Rowelling on- 
ly:and as I ſpeake of the ſhoulder , ſo I ſpeake of the 
hips alſo, where the upper thigh bone goeth inco the: 
pot of the canel bone, and there breeds the like infar-- 
mity. Now for the manner of Rowelling,itis in this 
fort : Firſt, when you have found ont the cerezyne 
place of the horſes griefe, as whether jt bee on the 
fore-pitch of the ſhoulder, on the hinder Elbow,or 
on the Hippe. then yau ſhall ( having caſt the horſe 
np2n ſome Dang-hill or ſofe groand ) make a little 
ſlic more then a good haadfal below the place of his 
griefe through the ſkinne, andno mgre, ſo bigge 
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as you may well thraſt in a ſwannes quill ineo 
the ſame : then wich your corner raiſe the skinne a 
litcle from the fleſh, andrhen pur in your quill, and 
blow all the ſkinne from the fleſh upward , even to 
the toppe, and all over the ſhoulder : then ſtop- 
ping the hole with your finger apd your thumbe, 
rake a ſmall hazell ſticke , and all ro beatre the 
blowne place all over ; and then with your hand 
ſpread the winde into every part, and after ler ir 
goe : thenrake a rampim of horſe haire ewound to- 
gether, or which is bercer, of redde farcinet , halfe 
the bignefſe of a mans liecle finger, and above a 
foote or fixteene inches in length , putting it into 
your rowelling needle z which would be ar the leaſt 
leaven or eight inches long ; thruſt it in ar the firſt 
hole, and ſopurting icupward, draw it out againe 
atleaſt fixe inches above ; and then, if you pleaſe, 
you may put in another above thar:and then rye the 
ewoends of 'the eampins or rowels together , and 
moveand draw them roand froin the ſkinne, in #- 
ny wiſe not forgetting , both before you put 
themin, and eyery day after they are in, to an- 
_ thetn well with butter, hogges greaſe, or oye 


Now there be other Farriers , which in that they 
are Opiniated that theſe long rowels, or cawpinsof 
haire orfilke, doe make borh a double ſore, and a 
great ſcarre, therefore they make rheir rowels of 
round pieces of ſtiffe leather , ſuch as is the upper 
partof an olde ſhove, with a round hole in 
the middeft , according ro this forme:and 


then doubling it when chey put it in, as 
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ſoone a$iris within, ro fpread ir, andlay ic flarbe» 
tweene the fleſh and the ſkinne, and ſo as the hole of 


che rowel may an(wer juſt with the hole that is made 


in the horſes ſkinn2 ; and then once in two or three 
dayes rocleanſe the Rowell, and ro annoyntit, and 
ſo put itin againe. 

Ocher Famiers doe uſe ro make the Rowell of lan- 
thorne-horne, in the ſame faſhion as is made of lea- 
ther, and inlike ſort rouſe it. Bur for mine owne 
part, Thave uſed them all, and truely in my practiſe 
finde nor any berter then other ; onely the leather'or 
the Horne is ſomewhat more cleanly, and lefſe of- 
fenfive ro the Eye , yer they aſke much more atten-

Now if youdo Rowell yourhorſe for any ſel. 
ling, then you ſhallever patin yoar long Rowel the 
ſame way that the veines runne, and ſaldome or ne- 
yer crofſe-wiſe , and the more you blow rhe ſkin for 
a ſwelling, ſomnch the betrer it is: torthe Winde1ts 
it which onely occafionech parrifation , and makes 
the feſtred hnmors ro diffolve, and diftill down from 
the ſecrer hollowes of the joynts, into rthaſe open

Now if it bea horſe that you would geld , then 

there is no ſpeech tobe made of his age:for it is with 
out any queſtion , that a perfe& Farrier may geld a 
horſe without danger at any age whatſoever, being 
carctull.in the cure. 
' Now for cheSeaſon of the yeare, the beſtis in the 
Spring, berweene April and May, or in the begianing 
ot Ixne at the fartheſt, orelſe abour the fall of the 
Leafe, which is the larrerend of September. 

Now for tte ſtate of the Moene, the fitteſt time 
isever when the moone1s in the Wane : as touch- 
ing the manner of Gelding, ir isin this ſore, whe- 
ther itbee Foale, Colt, or Horſe: Firſt, you (ball 
caſt him eicher upon ſtraw , or upon ſome dunghill: 
then taking the ſtone betweene your fore-moſt fin- 
ger and your great finger, youſhall with a very fine 
incifion kniteſlic the Codde, fo that you may preſſe 
the ſtone forth , and no more: Then with a paire 
of ſmall Nippers, madeeither of ſteele, boxe-word, 
or Braſil, being very ſmooth , and clap the ftrings of 
the ſtone berweene them, very neere unto the ſet- 
ting op of the ftone, and prefſe them ſo hard, that 
there may be.no fluxe of blood : then with a thinne

ſe the Nippers, and as you did with that ſtone, 
fodoe with the other alſo : Then fil the two flirs af 
the Cod wich Whice Sale, and annoyne all the 'out- 
fide of the Cod, and all over che Horſes belly and 
thighes with Hogges greaſe cleane rendered ; and 
fo let him riſe; And keepe himeither in ſome very 
warme ſtable, or otherwiſe in ſome very Warm pa- 
Rure, where he may walke ap and downe ; for there 
isnothing beccer fora horſe inthis caſe, then mode- 
rate exercife, 

Now if afrer his Gelding you do perceive that his 
Cod and ſheath dorh ſwell in any exrrzordinary fa- 
fhion, then you ſhall chafe him upand downe , and 
make him trot an houre inaday, andie will ſoone 
recover him, and make himſound withour any im- 
pediment.

Peace and War; for Hunting, for Fruumphs, 
and al] gallant occal1ons. 

It spitty then chat a brave Horle , well 
Amb'd and {pirited, falling licke of any 111- 
ward diſeaſe, or outward accidentaltinfir- 
mity, as Spraines, diſlocation of bones, 
Spavins, and hundreds more ſhould bee 
ſpoyled in ſuffering the dileale to grow on 
him untill it bee uncurable, or in apply»

Therefore my advice and counſel] is,
